WHEN THE NEWS BROKE. 

At fifteen minutes before 1 o'clock 
on the morning of Monday, April 15, 
the first bulletin suggesting the TI 
tanic disaster reached the New York 
Herald office, where The Times main- 
tains a corps of correspondents. A 
few minutes later came confirmation 
enough to show that an event that 
would interest the world was in prog- 
ress. Immediately the department of 
The Herald and The Times having to 
do directly with the matter began 
to put the news gathering machinery 
Into operation. Instructions were sent 
to correspondents all along the North 
Atlantic Coast; preparations were 
made to charter vessels at Halifax, 
Boston, Providence and New York, 
and reporters and photographers were 
started for Nova Scotia. 

And the wireless messages were sent 
to half a dozen persons on board the 
Titanic, some to the Baltic, the Vir- 
ginian, the Olympic and to the Car- 
pathia. 

Three persons were addressed on 
board the Carpathia as probably being 
willing to respond. The presence of 
Miss Birkhead was recalled and her 
first message read— Wireless all 
operator can take on Titanic.” 

Latter, when it became known that 
the Carpathia had picked up the sur- 
vivors of the wreck, additional wire- 
less messages were sent to the persons 
aboard with whom The Herald and 
The Times men sought to get into 
communication, among them, of 
course, Miss Birkhead, but the winged 
words found no resting place, and can 
pass into the limbo of forgotten things. 
The uncertainty of wireless was taken 
into consideration, and each day a 
new set of messages was sent out in 
the hope that if one failed another 
would find the mark.

_ EXPOSES T. ROOSEVELT.

OSTON, April 25.—President Taft donned his fighting clothes tonight, 
his policy of silence under the attacks Col. Theodore Roose: 

velt has made upon him, and upon his administration, and for the first 
time since Mr. Roosevelt announced his candidacy launched into a bitter de- 
nunelation of the former President. 

From the time Mr. Taft entered Massachusetts and made his first speecll 
at Springfield, shortly after noon, until late tonight, he hammered away at 
Col. Roosevelt. The President made close to a dozen speeches, some of them 
of good length. . 

His principal Boston address was delivered in the Arena to a large 
crowd, but before retiring to his private car he spoke briefly to an “overflow” 
meeting in Symphony Hall. His speech in the Arena was delivered 
manuscript. 

President Taft cast aside tonight his policy of avoiding personalities 
in his campaign for renomination and devoted his entire@peech to an attack 
upon Col. Roosevelt and a defense of himself and his administration against 
charges Col. Roosevelt recently made on the stump. 

Mr. Tatt's speech bristled with counter charges against his predecessor 
in the White House. He declared that Mr. Roosevelt had willfully misrep 
resented him, had falsely distorted some of his public utterances, had failed 
to live up to his policy of a square deal, and had violated a solemn promise 
to the American people not to be a candidate for a third term. 

“That promise and his treatment of it,” said Mr. Taft, “only throw an 
informing light on the value that ought now to be attached to any promise 
of this kind he may make for the future.” 

Declaring Mr. Roosevelt “ought not to be selected as a candidate of 
any party,” Mr. Taft said the former President might now be paving the 
way, if successful in the present campaign, to remain the Chief Executive of 
the nation for as many terms as his natural life would permit. 

“If he is necessary now to the government, why not later?” asked the 
President, and continued: :

“One who so lightly regards constitutional principles and especially the 
independence of the judiciary, one who is so naturally impatient of legal 
restraints and of due legal procedure and who has so misunderstood what 
liberty regulated by law is, could not safely be entrusted with successive 
Presidential terms. I say this sorrowfully, but I say it with the full con- 
viction of its truth.” 

Mr. Taft referred to some of Mr. Roosevelt's charges against him as the 
“loose and vague indictment of one who does not know and who depends 
only upon second-hand information for his statement.” 

The President said that his speech tonight was one of the most painful 
duties of his life, that it was in response to an obligation he owed the Re-

Declares He “Misstates” and “Dis- 
torte” Facts to Get a Following. 
Dense Crowd Hears the Executive 


Arraign, Rough Rider in Spring- 
field Mass. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

SPRINGFIELD (Mass) April 25.— 
President Taft made his answer here 
today to the criticisms that Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt has made of him 
and his administration. 

In a speech that bristled with in- 
dignation in which he named Col. 
Roosevelt over and over again, Mr. 
Taft told a crowd that filled Spring- 
field public square how he believed 
Mr. Roosevelt had not given him «4 
11 deal” and how he had “mis- 
stated” and “distorted” the facts con- 
cerning Mr. Taft's conduct and actions 
in the White House. 

President Taft replied in some de- 
tall to many of the charges that 
Roosevelt has made against him since 
the present campaign began. The 
President took pains to make plain 
Roosevelt's knowledge of and com- 
plete agreement with many of the 
policies of the present administration 
which lately he has condemned and 
denounced. 

The President declared that after 
the Columbus speech of Col. Roose- 
velt, the latter found the country unre- 
sponsive and that he shifted his 
method of campaign from a declara- 
tion of “pricipais™” and “proposals of 


reform” to “attacks on the ad- 
ministration.” 
Roosevelt's doctrine of the recall 


of judges and the recall of decisions, 
his willingness to disregard the “wise 
Gustom“ that forbids a third term 
whether consecutive or not, his appeal 
to “class hatred” and “prejudice” and 
his “absolute failure” to put forth any 
concrete proposals for true reform 
and true „Mr. Taft said, all 
combined to make him believe that 
the American people did not mean to 
choose Roosevelt again. 

Mr. Taft began his speech by de- 
claring he spoke plainly only because 
he believed it time for him to do so. 
He brought in Roosevelt's name only 
because events had forced him to use 


“In 1908 Theodore Roosevelt rec- 
ommended to the people of the United 
States that I, then the Secretary of 
War, be nominated by the Republican. 
party, and be elected. He labored hard 
and long to bring this result about 
and he succeeded. I felt the deepest 
gratitude to him. 

“Neither in thought, nor in word 
or action have I been disloyal to the 
friendship I owe Theodore Roosevelt. 
When the time came for this cam- 
paign to begin, I let the people know 
that I would like to have my admin- 
istration approved by their giving me 
another term. 

“At that time Theodore Roosevelt 
said he was not a candidate and that 
it would be a calamity if he was nom- 
inated. Since then he has c 
his mind.” 

So far as he, personally. was con- 
cerned, the President said, he would 
never have attacked Col. Roosevelt, 
nor had a quarrel with him. 

“So far,” said he, “as personal am- 
dition is concerned, so far as personal 
feeling Is concerned, I would never 
answer his charges. But I cannot 
act for myself. I represent a cause. 
I represent an element of the Re- 
publican party that believes in con- 
stitutional government and preservr 
tion; that believes in wise progress un- 
— the guarantees of the Constitu- 
tion. 

“By misstatements throughout the 
country, Mr. Roosevelt, has led many 
people to believe charges made agai: 
me and my administration.”

So I just had to write the things 
down as they came to me and trust 
that it would come out all right In 
the end. 

STORY WRITING INTERRUPTED. 

“First one person would come to 
me to have something done, and then 
another. A little 13-year-old English 
airl’ was trying to mend a tear in «a 
coat for one of the physicians, and 
she came to me because she could not 
get it right. I showed her how, but 
I had done neatly half of the work 
before I gave it up. 

“Then a woman came in to borrow 
some ink. I hadn't any ink, but my 
aunt had a fountain pen. We lent 
her that, and soon she was back 
again in the cabin, in worse trouble 
than before, The pen, poor thing, 
leaked, and the woman's fingers were 
all stained. She was nearly ready to 
<0 on shore, and at such a time as 
that something had to be done about 
the fingers. So I took some manicure 
powder and cleaned the fingers and 
began to write on my story just where 
I had left off. 

“Then when we got nearer to port 
I had another anxiety. Tug after tug 
loomed up, and I expected at any 
time to hear my name called out on 
a megaphone and to have to throw 
everboard what I had, to somebody 
from the Herald and The Times. 1 
carried what I had already written 
in an envelope in my shirt waist, and 
had a block ready to tle it to toe 
weight it. When anything hove in 
sight I would go to the side and listen 
and then go back to write some more 
to add to the story already in my 
envelope. 

“We had got nearer and nearer to 
New York, and several tugs had been 
unable to approach us, and so it 
seemed that I would have to depend 
on my own efforts to get to the Her- 
ald office as best I could. Everybody 
aaid that we wouldn't be able to get 
a taxicab and that we never 
get there in time. 

“A little German woman, who 
couldn't speak any English, had 
promised to come with me to the 
Herald office. She had taken some 
photographs, too, but she had sepa- 
rated from us in the hurry when the 
passengers began to go off. I had to 
go along without her, but everything 
came out right in the end. The Her- 
ald and “The Times’ men were wait- 
ing for me at the pier. There was 
@ taxicab waiting there, too. When 
it was all over, naturally I was tired. 
but there was nobody prouder than 
I to find I had every paper beaten to 
death.” 

It was precisely 10 o'clock when 
Miss Birkhead walked up the steps 
ef the New York Herald office with 
the party she had corralled. The 
sketches of the sinking of the Titan- 
le and two rolls of undeveloped films 
were on their way to the art depart- 
ment in a very féw minutes. Mies 
Birkhead turned over what she had 
written of her story and began the 
dictation of the remainder to a sten- 
ographer. A very short time after- 
ward her account was on the direct 
wire to The Times office and the 
photographs were in the special deliv- 
ery mail, speeding to Los Angeles. 

After the work was over Miss Birk- 
head went to the Hotel Martha Wash- 
ington, where Mrs. Champ Clark and 
her daughter, Miss Genevieve Clark, 
were waiting for her, and the party 
atayed talking till 4 o'clock next 
morning. Miss Birkhead had visited 
the Clark family in Washington for 
six weeks before she started to go to 
Europe. and Mrs Clark and her 
daughter came to New York on 
Thureday night to meet her. 

Mra. Clark takes pride in the share 
she has had in the bringing up of 
Miss Birkhead. Here is something 
she said to The Times correspond- 
ent in New York: 

“I am proud to know her and proud 
to think that she has come out as I 
thought she would. With my own 
children, as well as with the young 
folks growing up around me, I always 
insisted that they should be able to 
help themselves, and that when 
emergencies arise their self-reliance 
should be sufficiently developed for 
them to meet the exigencies. 

“I ‘believe I shall take Miss Birk- 
head as a text for something I want 
to say at the Dolly Madison Break- 
fast in Washington.

UNKNOWN MAN ENDS LIFE 
UNDER DRAGON GORGE. 


ANTA MONICA, April 25.—An 

unknown man committed suicide 

here last night and so carefully 
did he go about it to destroy all clews 
which might lead to his identity that 
his name will perhaps never be 
known, unless, perchance, the num- 
bers stamped on the gold watch worn 
by him should prove the solution. 
This morning the man was found 
hanging from a pile beneath the 
Dragon Gorge. He was suspended 
by the neck and had used his leather 
belt as the hangman's noose. Death 
had the discovery of the 
body by several hours, leading to the 
conclusion that the act had been 
committed near the midnight hour. 

The stranger was aged about 48 
years, had dark hair tinged with gray. 
He had a stubby mustache and his 
eyes were gray. His brown clothing 
was of fair quality, but the name of 
the maker had been carefully re- 
moved. All laundry * 
ohliterated from his shirt and under- 
wear. The name of the maker had 
been torn out of the soft brown hat 
worn by him, and the name of the 
maker of the shoes had bean made 
unintelligible. Three trunk keys on 
a Ting and a few dollars in silver were 
the sum total of his possessions. There 
were no letters, papers, cards or 
writing of any description in any of 
his pockets. He had a gold watch, 
an Elgin, whose case bears the num- 
ber 112247. The works are num- 
bered 6082540 and show the repair 
number 2475G and also 604.

It was reported among crew and 
passengers, according to Mr. Zurich. 
that Capt. Moore made no further ef- 
forts to penetrate the floes, asserting 
that he could not afford to endanger 
the 2000 persons aboard his ship. 

The statement of Dr. Quitzgrau that 
passengers and crew believed they 
could see the lights of the Titanie 
is borrie out by Mr. Zurich. 

With two companion passengers he 
disobeyed the captain's orders, which 
forbade passengers entrance to the 
upper deck at any time. He is fairly 
tive they saw the masts of the 
tanic and he says he is not ready to 
accept the assertion that their ship 
was at tleast forty miles from the 
wrecked liner at the time. 

At any rate, he thinks the Mount 
Temple might have reached the spot 
before the Titanic sank, and this sup- 
position he says. seems to have been 
entertained by others on board. 

Their vessel sighted the Carpathia 
since morning.

WITNESS SINKING 
OF UNKNOWN SHIP.

NEW YORK, April 25.—0Officers of 
the Norwegian steamship Romsedel, 
which is in drydock here, today. after 
a trip made perilous by field ice, be- 
lieve they witnessed the sinking of 
a freight ship of about 8000 tons in 
latitude 46.5. longitude, 67.1, four 
hundred miles north of the Titanic’s 
grave, on March 26. The identity of 
the sunken ship is not known. 

The Romedel's attention was at- 
tracted to the distressed Rip soon 
after nightfall when the vessel began 
sending up rockets showing that help 
was wanted. Capt, Heil ordered that 
the Romedel be headed for the scene 
and his ship was run into the ice 
feld with as much speed as possible. 
She had not gone far, however, be- 
fore she had six or seven holes in 
her hull which allowed much water 
to enter the hold. All hands were 
ordered to the pumps and nineteen 
men of the crew were able to keep 
the water from gaining until tempor- 
ary repairs were made. 

Meanwhile ‘the rockets continued 
to ascend from the ship in distress, 
but the Romsdel was helpless, for 
she, too, was fast in the ice. About 
midnight the rockets from the other 
vessel stopped and soon afterwards 
her lights were seen to disappear 
beneath the waves. When daylight 
broke those on board the Romsedel 
were unable to find any trace of the 
sunken vessel.

Long Beach Movement to 
Usher in the Millennium. 


Faction Would Change the 
Plans of Government. 


Gas Company Needs a Quar- 
ter of a Million Dollars. 


LONG BEACH. April 25.—F. A. 
Knight, president of the City Club, 
this afternoon mailed invitations to 
the executive officers of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, realty board and

stall any attempt at the selection of 
2 board of freeholders by an elec- 

n. 

Since the appointment of the Re- 
vision Committee the opposition has 
grown so strong to any amended char- 
ter that the committee has failed 
twice to effect an organization be- 
cause it is felt that any report made 
by them will be defeated.

Determini to put a stop to the 
reviling of “ Glory” by members 
of the LW.W., who nightly congre- 
gate on Second and los Angeles 
streets and pour forth ‘vituperation 
and blasphemies upon everything 
connected with the government, the 
police department will hereafter ar- 
rest and the City Prosecutor vigorous- 
ly prosecute these offenders. 

For several years ordinance No. 20, 
709, New Series. relating to insults 
offered to the Stars and Stripes has 
practically been a dead letter. The 
police have often arrested men who 
abused the flag. but have been un, 
able to procure a conviction. The or- 
dinance specifies that it shall be a 
misdemeanor for any person to, by 
word or act, cast contempt upon the 
fag. But police judges in the past 
held that. in cases where the fag was 
not actually present when the revil- 
ing or insulting occurred, the de- 
fendants were not guilty.

A copy of the finding with 
the testimony will be at once trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of State for 
further action. 

In holding Dean for ‘trial before 
the Dominion courts, Commissioner 
Van Dvke declared the evidence 
showed the prisoner had for years 
been engage’ in unlawful business, 
following release Troff the Min- 
nesota penitentiary, where he served 
seven years of a sentence of nineteen 
and one-half years for train robbery; 
that his own evidence, given to De- 
tective Hatter of the locale Pinker- 
ton force, indicated that he was 
guilty, and that the testimony of 
those who saw Dean following the 
robbery, together with his known do- 
ings, proved that he was concerned 
in the job.

Socialist influence made itself felt 
In the Charter Revision Commission 
Wednesday night in the discussion of 
the number of commissioners to 
be chosen by the people. Secretary 
Hamilton read a paper in which he 
favored a commission of five membera 
Lewis R. Works wanted seven. The 
Socialists, represented by a commit- 
tee of which F. K. Schaffer was 
spokesman, told the commission flat- 
ly that the proposed charter never 
could be adopted without the votes of 
their party. 

“We want nine commissionerk” 
said Schaffer, “and I can assure vou 
that we should oppose a charter th.‘ 
provided for only fiVe. We might 
not quarrel with seven.” And seven 
was the number the Revision Com- 
mission decided upon. 

Works, in fayoring a commission 
of seven, said Hamilton, who is from 
Towa, was unconsclotialy biased in 
favor of the number with which he 
was familiar in Des Moines, and that 
five would not be enough for Los 
Angeles. This city ought not to fol- 
low slavishly the acts of smaller com- 
munities, he said. Los Angeles, he 
argued, was a metropolitan city, and 
it had grown as no other city on the 
earth had grown in the last eight 
years. Its growth would continue, 
he declared, and it would not be pos- 
sible for five commissioners to give 
the useful and efficient attention to 
their departments. He firmly be- 
lieved, he said, that the people would 
not support a commission of five, 
— ning they would one of seven mem- 


ru. 

Charles R. Wellborn said he was 
in favor of nine—that he considered 
such a number tnfilnitely preferable 
to one czar, or to five czars, either, 
the number that some of the speakers 
seemed to favor. Haynes, the 
chairman, said he favored seven and 
others spoke in favor of five. Schaf- 
fer at this point presented a report 
from the Charter Revision Commit- 
tee of the Socialists, in which they 
proposed that the nine members of 
the commission favored by them 
should be chosen at an election at 
which al political organizations 
should nominate tickets, each politi- 
cal organization to have commission- 
ers if proportion to the vote it casts 
determined by dividing the total vote 
by the total number of candidates, and 
in case of recall only the party to 
nominate candidates that the recalled 
commissioner belonged to. 

The advocates of a commission of 
seven triumphed at last by a vote of 
7 to 4. This lays the foundation on 
which all the work of the Revision 
Commission must rest, as on the num- 
ber of commissioners must rest the 
number of departments and sub- 
departments of the city government. 

Earlier in the meeting, former City 
Auditor Mushet, made an argument 
in favor of electing the Auditor in- 
stead of making that an appointive 
office. Secretary Hamilton subsequent- 
ly read an argument in favor of ap- 
pointing such officers, while another 
letter was read favoring the election 
of both the Auditor and City At- 
torney. Before adjourning the com- 
mission adopted a resolution inviting 
all city officials to offer suggestions 
to the Revision Commission with re- 
gard to the work of their several de- 
partments.

JEALTH REPOR 


BOARD OF EDUCATION TO TELL 


ADDITIONAL FACTS. 


The Board of Education slapped 
iteelf gently on the bare wrist yester- 
day when it decided its own report 
on conditions existing in the health 
and development department is not 
sufficiently complete, and ordered 


itself to render a fuller report. 


It was declared certain teachers 
feel they have been put under a dark 
cloud by charges that have been made 
and a clearing of the pedagogic hor- 


izon is necessary. 


The report of the committee of the 
whole, which is the Board of Edu- 
cation, was declared unsatisfactory 
because its exoneration of certain 


persons isn’t sufficiently sweeping. 


The report made yesterday recom- 
mends a continuation of the depart- 
ments of health and development and 
physical education; that all physical 
examinations be made by the depart- 
ment of health, and its powers be 


recommendatory only; and that this 
department include in its staff trained 
physical experts to do the examining 
for the physical education depart- 
ment, and make necessary prescrip- 
tions for corrective physical work. 
That two divisions be made in the 
department of physical training, the 
first to include all the work in the 
elementary schools, under the direc- 
tion of a supervisor chosen for that 
work, and the second division to in- 
clude the work in the intermediate 
and High Schools, under the direction 
of the principal of the individual 
school and the physica! training L 


placed under a general supervisor. 
The teaching of hygiene in the sep- 
arate intermediate and High Schools 
to be under the direction of super- 
intendent and principals of the differ- 
ent schools, and where parents desire 
to have children excused from at- 
tendance upon the hygiene classes 
such privilege be accorded them. 
Blanks similar to those used in pro- 
tests against vaccination to be fur- 
nished on request, and printed notice 
of physical examination to be given
